(Previously presented) A method according to claim 78, wherein the antibody or 
antibody fragment is an intact antibody. 

82. (Previously presented) A method according to claim 78, wherein the antibody or 
antibody fragment is conjugated to a therapeutic agent. 

83. (Currently amended) A method according to claim 82, wherein the therapeutic agent 
is a cytotoxic agent. 

84. (Previously presented) A method according to claim 83, wherein the cytotoxic agent 
is a therapeutic radioisotope.
